32-320. The only mail-in forms which may be used to register to

vote shall be the official registration form prescribed by the Secretary of
State or the national mail voter registration application prescribed by the
Federal Election Commission. The Secretary of State shall provide such
official registration forms to all recruitment offices of the United States
Armed Forces. The counties and state agencies listed in section 32-310 shall
purchase such official registration forms from the Secretary of State. The
Secretary of State shall remit proceeds from the sale of such forms to the
State Treasurer for credit to the Voter Registration Cash Election————— ———————————— ———— ________

Sec. 3. Original sections 32-204 and 32-320, Reissue Revised

Statutes of Nebraska, are repealed.
Sec. 4. Since an emergency exists, this act takes effect when
